vals, commonly. called Holy-dayes, as

Clock in the Evening, or being drunke,

Evening on ſuch day of Recreato n, 
ſhall bring, or cauſe to be brought ſuch 
Apprentice or other Servant before any 
Juſtice of the Peace in any County, Ct- 
ty, or Towne Corporate, or before the 
ſaid Chamberlaine of Loxdox within their 
reipeCtive Limits as aforeſaid, who ſhall 
cauſe the Statutes to be executed upon 
them that are in ſuch caſes provided for 
the puniſhment of ſuch Offenders.
